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not * word “ spoken in debate,” and I only al- 
lude to it to advertise the indignant gentleman 
that I have seen the word and know that it was 
spoken in New York, and not here in debate. — 
He need not be much alarmed ; and, if he will 
“ hold still” when I get hold of him, I’ll not hurt 
him much, and this is all that I can say about 
that matter here. 

Yonr amiable colleague, [Mr. Knapp,] who 
was presented by his constituents with a revolver, 
intended for my particular benefit, yesterday de^ 
dared that Massachusetts would “ take her own 
time and place’ ’ to resent what be and she both 
pronounced to be an insult and injury. I do not 
intend, Air. Speaker, to utter an offensive, un- 
kind, or even a rough word to that gentleman— 
for he is a gentleman, socially, I know -but I 
wish to say this to him, that I will never plead 
the statute of limitations in bar of the wrath of 



| a crime? That is the leg 3 on, and you are the 
teachers. At the first session of the last Con- 
gress, a member leaped from hii Beat, and, while 
the Speaker was in his chair, he passed over sev- 
eral tables toward his antagonist, who drew a 
weapon in defence, and neither gentleman was 
subjected to the censure of this House. As was 
appropriately remarked by my friend from North 
Carolina [Mr. Clingnwu], the assaulting mem- 
ber — and it is not for me to say a word against 
him. for personally I like him— has now the most 
lucrative office in the gift of this House, and was 
elected by the unanimous vote of the very men 
who are now conspiring to inflict punishment on 
me. 

And in whose behalf is this extraordinary 
stretch of constitutional power invoked? Sir, I 
i do not intend to violate any rule of this House, 
or of parliamentary courtesy, but it cannot be 
denied that he is, par excellence, the representa- 
tive of a sovereignty which is at this instant in 
1 open, statutory rebellion — not to a simple rule of 
a single bouse, but to tbe Constitution and laws 
! of the United States of America. Massachusetts 
1 sits in judgement upon me without a bearing, 
and presents me for a breach of privilege ! Sir, j 
I is it not strange that it did not occur to that | 
i aage legislature that itg demand* upou the Con- 
• greaa of the United States, relative to a mem!*r, 
was a greater breach of privilege in them than 
that complained of the member hini 9 elf? What 
; right, air, has the legislature of Massachusetts 
| to make any demand upon this House? She has 
not the right of even instructing tbe most insiip- 
; nificant member from the State, and has by her 
resolutions but given additional proof that she 
, neither comprebends the theory of our govern- 
ment nor is loyal to its authority. 

I have said, sir, that if I have committed a 
| breach of privilege, it was the privilege of the 
Senate. If I have in any particularjrlolated the 
privileges or proprieties of this House, I am un- ' 
conscious of it, and I challenge every member i 
to specify a single disorderly or improper act. — 
In my intercourse with its membere I have en- 
deavored tc observe a civil and respectful de- 
portment, I have rendered prompt and implicit 
obedience to its constituted authorities, and I 
can truly say that which many who have re- 
corded their votes against me cannot — and that 
if, that never once, in the three years that I have 
held a seat cn this floor, have I been declared 
ontof order. If before the transaction for which 
a majority have declared me to be deserving ex- , 
pulsion, I hare offended any officer or member, i 
or been (unkind even to an employee, I regret 
and am ignorant of it. 

And yet, sir, the vote which has just been taken i 
transmits me to jiosteritr as a man unworthy, in 
tbe judgment of a majority of my jwers, of a Beat ' 
in this hall. And for what? The member from 
New Jersey, (Mr. Pennington) — tbe prosecuting 
member — «he thumb-paper member — ( laughter)— < 
the Faktaffian member, who, like his prototype, i 
was horn about four o’clock in tbe morning, and j i 
if be has not the bald head, is graced with the j ; 
corporal rotundity [great laughter] of bis prede- ; 
cessor upon his advent into this sublunary world i

able and excellent gentleman from Massachusetts i 
has in his hand a cane of the ordinary size for a ;

Mr. Brooks said; 

h*. Smujcek: — Until this moment I have felt 
that there was a propriety in tuy remaining si- 
lent, and in trusting my defence to friends who 
are abler and more learned than myself. I have 
heretofore felt that other and higher interests than 
any which aff.-ct me personally were involved in 
the proceedings of this case. The interests of my 
constituents, of this House, and of all, indeed, 
who are concerned in tbe constitution itself, in 
my view, bare been intimately and inseparably 
complicated. 

[Here Mr. Brooks was interrupted by Mr. Gid- 
diogs, Ae.] 

♦Sir, I am indebted to the House for even this 
much courtesy. I was about remarking that 
there were higher interests than my own involved 
in this matter. 1 have been content, therefore, | 
to meet personally and iu *ikuoe all the conae- 
e nences of these proceedings 
* Some time since a Senator ;..>m Massachusetts 
allowed himself, in an iT t - irately prepared 
speech, to offer agrees insult •.* my State and to ; 
w venerable friend, who is to Stole Represent*- I 
live, and who was absent at he time. 

Not content with that, h~ published to the 
world, and circulated exu*n".i4y. this uncalled- 1 
for libel on *iy State and n nlood. Whatever! 
insults uiy State insniu m Her history and 
character have 00 m in. aided ius pic us veneration, | 
and ia her defease I hope 1 dull always be pre- 
pared bmcbly and modestly, to j>erform tbe duty 
of a son. I should have forleited my own self- i 
inspect, and perhaps, tlie good opinion of my j 
country men. if I bad failed to resent such an in- I 
jury, tiv ceUirg the offender in question to a per- : 
•oaal axouut. It was a personal affair, and in 
taking redress into my own hands I meant no 
disrespect to the Senate of the United States, or | 
to this House. Nor, sir, did I design insult or j 
disrespect to the State of Massachusetts. I was | 
etvare of the personal responsibilities I incurred, 
and was willing tc meet them. 1 knew, too, that 
I wa:- amenable to the laws of the country, which ) 
afford the same protection to all, whether they be 1 
members of Congress or private citizens. I did 
not, and do not now, believe Ihst I could be pro- 
;etly punished, not only in a court of law, but 
here also at tbe pleasure and discretion of the 
House. I did not then, and do not now, believe 
that the spirit of American freemen would toler- 
ate slander m high places, and permit a member 
of Congress to publish and circulate a libel on ' 
another, and then call upon either House to pro- I 
tec; hin* against the personal resjionsibili ties which 
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ly and falsely called a “bludgeon?” 

Mr. Trafton, (interrupting.) I have noticed 
several interruptions iu tbe galleries during this 
discussion, and I wish to move that the Sergeant- 
at Arms be directed to clear the galleries. — 
[Hisses in the galleries.] 

Mr. Wheeler. I object. 

Tbe Speaker. The motion is not iu order.— 
Tbe Chair announced some time since, that if 
there was any further disturbance the Sergeant- 
at-Arms would have orders to clear the galleries. 

Mr. Brooks. 1 again appeal to my friends in 
the galleries to be quiet. 

The Speaker. Order must be preset ved. 

Mr. Brocks, (resuming.) If I desired to kill the 
senator, why did aot I do it? You ail admit that 
I had him in my power. Let me tell tbe mem- 
ber from New Jersey that it was expressly to 
avoid taking life that I used an ordinary cane, 
presented to me by a friend in Baltimore, nearly 
three months before its application to the '‘bare 
head” of the Massachusetts senator. I went to 
work ve*yr deliberately, as I am charged— and 
this is admitted — and speculated somewhat as to 
whether I should employ a horse-whip or a cow- 
hide; but knowing that the senator was my su- 
perior in strength, it occurred to me that he might 
wrest it from toy hand, and then — for I never 
attempt any thing I do not perform — I might 
have been compelled to do that which I would 
have regretted the balance of my natural life. 

The question has been asked in certain news- 
papers why did I not invite the senator to person- 
al combat in the mode usually adopted. Well, 
sir, as I desire tbe whole truth to be known about 
tbe matter, I will for onoe notice a newspaper 
article on tbe floor of the House, and answer 
here. 

My answer is, that I knew that the senator 
would not accept a message, and having formed 
the unalterable determination to punish him, I 
believed t at the offence of ‘‘sending a hostile 
message, ’ superadd ed to the indictment for as- 
sault and battery, would subject me to legal penal- 
ties more severe than would be imposed for a 
simple assault aud battery. 

That is my answer. 

For this act, which the Senate, with tbe soli- 
tary exception of a distinguished gentleman 
from Georgia, [Mr. Toombs.] have pronounced 
me guilty of a breach of iu privileges — for this 
act I am complained of by that body to this 
House. Your committee have declared, and this 
House has now concurred in tbe opinion, that my 
offence is to the Senate, aud that no rule or order 
of this body have I violated. 

Now, sir, let me ask why tbe Senate did not 
protect iu own rigb U? The argument has been 
made here that ezriitttti'aft this House must bav 
the power to protect itself. 

If that pincipie is true in iu application here, 
why has not tbe Senate the same powers of pro- 
tection ? But what right baa this House to pun- 
ish me for offences committed out of its prescence' 1 
Again, sir, I challenge comparison with any 
member, aged or young, piotu or not, aa to the 
propriety of my demeanor as a gentleman and a 
member. They tell me that my responsibility to 
this House is because of the general respousibili 
ty which attaches to every member. How far 
does your authority extend ? Across the Poto- 
mac? To my own bouse ? Why, air, if I go to 
my home and find that one of my slaves has be- 
haved badly ia my absence, aud I direct him to 
be flogged, I may be charged with — to use the 
language which is familiar here- -“crime the 
blackest and most heinous;” and when I come 
back — and come back 1 will — may be punished 
myself for inflicting a chastisement which, by 
the common law and the constitutional laws of 
my country, I have the right to inflict upon my 
stove, who is my property. Where do you stop 
in this question of authority of the House over 
its members ? As we understand it, there is 
sense in this authority controlling a member 
while the Hous is in session and restraining him 
from disturbing or embarrassing its proceedings. 
If the government was constitutionally adminis- 
tered every citizen would have a direct interest 
in this much. But if your authority goes into 
the Senate chamber, and even when the Senate 
is not in session, why should it not go into the 
ante-rooms and down the steps of the Capitol? 
Why not pursue me into the avenu*— into the

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be had thus incurred. 

But if 1 had committed a breach of privilege, 
it was tbe privilege ot the Senate, and not of this 
House, which was violated. I was answerable 
there, and cot here. They had no right, as it 
eeems to me, to prosecute me in thede halls, nor 
have you the right in tow or under the constitu- 
tion, as I respectfully submit, to take jurisdiction 
over offences com mi tied against them. The con- 
stitution does not justify them in making such & 
request, nor this House in granting it. If, | 
unhappily, the time should ever come when 
sectional or party feeling should run so high as j 
to oontrol &U other considerations of public duty | 
or justioe, bow easy will it be to use such prece- | 
dents for the ex: rcist of arbitrary power, in either 
house, to expel members of the minority who tnay 
have rendered themselves obnoxious to the pre- 
- railing spirit in the house to which they belong. 

Matters may go smoothly enough when one 
house Rsts the ctha to punish a member who is 
offensive to a majority of its own body, but how 
will it be when, upou a pretence of insulted dig- 
httj, dentitida are made of this House to expel a 
member who happens to run counter to its party 
predilections, or other demands which it may not 
be so agreeable to giant? It could never have 
been designed by the constitution of the United 
State* to expose tbe two bouse* to such tempts* 
t'.oas to collision, or to extend so far tbe discre- 
tionary pewer which was given to eittier house 
to punish iu cwu members for tbe violation of 
iu rule.* and orders. Discretion has been said to 
be tbe .aw of the tyrant, acd exercised under the 
color of the law and under tbe icfluencs cf party 
dictation, it may and will become a terrible and 
.usufferaolt despotism. 

This Bouse, however, it would seem, from the 
nntnistokabie tendency of its proceedings, takes a 
different view from that which 1 deliberately en- 
tertain in common with many others. 

So far as public interesu or constitutional 
r gbts arc in-olved, I have now exhausted my 
weans of defence, i may, then, be allowed to 
take a more personal view of tbe question at is- 
sue. The further prosecution of this subject in 
the shape it has now assumed may not only in- 
volve my friend*, bat the House itself in agita- 
tion which might be uuh&ppy in their consequen- 
ces to the country. lf these consequences could 
be confl ued to myself individually, I think I am 
pr«pared and ready to meet them, here or else- 
where: aud when i use this language, I mean 
what I say. but others must not suffer for me. 

1 have felt mere on account of my two friends 
w no have been implicated than for myself, for 
they hove proven that “there is a friend that 
aticketh closer t han a brother.” I will not con- 
strain gentlemen to assume a responsibility on 
tuy account which possibly they would not on 
their own. 

Sir, I cannot, on my own account , assume tbe 
responsibility, ia tbe face of the American peo- 
ple, of commencing a line of conduct which in 
my heart ol hearts I believe would result in sub- 
verting the foundations of this government, and 
in drenching th is hall in blood. No act of mine, 
nod on my personal account, shall inaugurate 
reroiutiou; but when you, Mr. Speaker, return 
to your own home and hear the people of the 
great North — aod they are great people — speak 
of me as a bad mau, you will do me the justice 
to say that a blow struck by me at this time 
would be followed by revolution— and this I 
know. [Applause and hisses in the gallery.] 

Tbe SPEAKER announced that if any such 
demonstrations were repeated, the galleries 
should be cleared. 

Mr. BROOKS, (turning to the gentlemen's 
gallery, ) if 1 have any friends in the gallery, I 
appeal to them to be quiet. 

At the same time Mr. Speaker, I am not 
willing to eee the constitution wounded through 
me ; nor will I submit voluntarily to a wrong 
if 1 can avoid it. I will not voluntarily give 
my name to countenance parliamentary n is rule 
or constitutional aggression. If I am to be 
tried again for the matter now before us, I will 
cbooee my own tribunal. I will appeal from 
this House to my own constituents. If an ex- 
pression of public opinion is to be invoked in mv 
case, let my constituent* and my fellow-citizens 
pronounce upon it. From that verdict I will 
not appeal. T be temper of the times is not favor- 
able for a calm and dispassionate judgment of

VASSAL!. MORTON; A Novel, Francis Rarkman, 

author ol History of the Coniplraoy ot Pontiac,” fcr.

We have deferred a more ei tended notice of 
this tale until relieved from tbe unusual pressure 
upon our columns, we could give more space to 
nur literary notices, and perhaps do injustice to 
the merits of this, the first essay of our gifted 
townsman in the field of fiction. As the graphic 
and observiug traveler we have already admired 
his vivid sketches of life of the prairie and among 
the Rocky Mountains. As the eloquent and at- 
tractive historian, his success in illustrating the 
early history of Detroit and the North West, had 
prepared us to look forward with hopeful antici- 
pations of new successes hj- Mr. Parkman in the 
field where he lias shown himself bo eminently 
fitted to labor. We are not quite sure we can 
honestly w elcome him to his new stage of literary 
labors, because we fear it is one less fitted to his 
tastes and gifts than those he lias left. His suc- 
cess as a novelist can harly ever equal that which 
he cannot fail to win as a historians. Not that 
we mean that Vaseall Morton is a failure. Yery 
far from it. It displays no inconsiderable pow- 
ers of invention, iu narrative it is lively aud pic- 
turesque, and certainly is highly creditable as a 
first effort. We are, therefore, constrained to 
hope that Ur. Parkman do - » not design to aban- 
don the domain of history, and that his pen 
may once more illustrate the earlier days of our 
republic, with the same magic jiower which has 
enchanted us in Pontiac. 

Yassall Morton abounds in incidents, and its 
numerous characters are drawn with some skill, 
well preserving their individual pecularities. — 
The hero, when first introduced, is a student of 
Harvard, and the scene alternates between dif- 
ferent parts of this country and England. In 
the earlier portion of tbe story, the hero is in- 
strumental in the preservation of a railroad train 
from destruction by great personal risk; in the 
latter portion he is arrested in Austria and im- 
prisoned, but escapes into Italy. Both incidents 
are narrated with great spirit and interest. But 
although Yassall Morton is very creditable to the 
author, we must repeat the hope that he wil) not 
turn aside from his more appropriate and honor- 
able field of success, nor desert the Muse of his- 
tory, w hen he has shown that he can serve her 
so well.
